REJECTEDJY FRENCH 


Cabinet Votes Unanimously Decides 


To Refuse Reparations Proposal 


'For Three Reasons 


COMPLETE SURRENDER 


Paris, May 3.—The French cab- 


inet voted unanimously today to 
reject the German offer to settle rep- 
arations made yesterday in a note 
to the allies. 


Premier Poincare denounced the 


German reparations proposal as un- 
acceptable today as the cabinet was 
called into extra-ordinary session 
to determine a course of action. 


The cabinet objected to the offer 


on the following grounds. 


1—The .amount of 30,000,000,000 


gold marks is primarily insufficient 
to aneet war damages. 


2—The guarantees offered do not 


fully safeguard France. 


3—The conditions attached are 


unsatisfactory to the French who 
wish complete surrender.' 


Premier ,Poincare 
will 
confer 


with the Belgians regarding .the 
exact phraseology of the reply to be 
dispatched. A copy of the dual re- 
ply will be communicated to all the 
allies. 


The action of France is considered 


here to place the situation in cxacitly 
the status maintained since the 
French army went into the Ruhr 
valley to- collect its reparations. 


The possibility of negotiating for 


a settlement on the basis of the note 
is considered remote.

termer in the Indiana state prison, 
and Frank Roth, serving a -ten to 
20 year sentence, both of this county 
and who were given their terms in 
the Shelby circuit court, have been 
denied clemency 
on 
their pleas, 


according to the state board of par- 
dons, following their resent session. 


Bundrant was sentenced to pris- 


on for life in the 
Shelby circuit 


court, on June 4, 1908, for the mur- 
der of Charles Coleman, colored, a 
farmer 
residing 
near ' Rushville. 


Mrs. Coleman, widow of the mur- 
dered man, was also implicated m 
the murder and was' tried in the 
Rush circuit court. The case was 
one of the most unusual .ever known 
in this section of the state. 


Bundrant was tried here" before 


a jury and they inflicted the "death 
sentence, contrary to the court's in- 
structions which called for the. life 
sentence, and as a result of the er- 
ror .of the jury, the defendant was 
given a change of venue on his mo- 
tion for. a new trial, and the case 
'sen£ to Shelbyville. 


At Shelbyville the defendant plend- 


ed guilty, and the court-passed; the 
life term sentence and he has' served 
fifteen years in prison for the. mnr-

Sas Diego, CaHf., Hay 3.—Lieuts. 


John MacReady and Oakley Kelly 
landed at North Island, atrphii^ sta- 
tion, San Diego, at 1227 p. m. after 
completing history's first non-stop 
airplane flight across the North Amer- 
ican continent. 


It sets a new record for the longest 


airplane flight. The two aviators had 
been in the air approximately 27 hoars, 
between Mitchell Field, New York 
and North Island. 


The air distance-between New York 


and San Diego is approximately 2403 
miles. 
The best previous distance 


flight by airplane was from San Diego 
to Indianapolis by Kelly and Mac* 
Ready, a distance of 2060 miles. 


The flight they completed this af. 


ternoon probably will exceed in du* 
tance 2750 miles, when the official 
mileage is computed from their instn*! 
zsents. . 


As the monoplane came into sight 


over the outskirts of San Diego, a- dhv 
of sirens cut loose with bedlam from 
scores of factories in San Diego.

A jjnry found Ruthenberg guilty 


of violating the Michigan criminal 
syndicalist law by advocating over- 
throw of the IJnited -States govern- 
ment by force. The-verdict makes 
the defendant liable to a 10 year 
prison term, a $5,000 fine or both. 


Judge Charles 
AVhite 
deferred 


sentence until June 4, pending ^p- 
peal of the ease. 


0. t. Smith, assistant Attorney 


general issued a statement declaring 
"it is a rightebus verdict by an all 
American jury. 


"Had Ruthenberg, a draft evader 


and a war ohstraetor, gone free after 
the 
evidence presented, it would 


have been a blot on the country. 
The jury showed its Americanism, 
with r. qm-;k verdict and only three 
ballots. We shall convict the rest of 
the defendants just as Ruthenberg 
was convicted." 


Foster, Ruthenberg and several 


others were arrested in a raid 'on a 
communist convention at Bridgemau, 
Mich., by state and .federal opera- 
tives. Much literature of the1* com- 
munist party was seized. 


The jury which tried Foster. re- 


cently disagreed. 


Kuthenbcrg, a member of the ex- 


ecutive committee of the communist 
party of America heardxihe verdict 
calmly. He refused to comment. 


Eight- farmers, a former justice 


of the peace, an American Legion 
member and two salesmen comprised 
the Rutheirbcrg jury. Judge White 
instructed them that presence at the 
Bi'idgcman convention did not make 
the communists guilty of -law-viola- 
tion unless they advocated a crime in 
-proposing, to change the American 
government. 


On the first two ballots the jury 


stood 9 to 3 for conviction.

his talk about the Y. M. C. A., which 
was confined mostly to Indiana, with 
stereoptieon views. He pointed out 
that there are now 21 buildings in 
Indiana, valued at two million dol- 
lars, and that the state membership 
amounts to 33,000. The Y. M. C. A. 
is organized in fifty nations, has two 
million members in 9,000 local units, 
he stated. 


"The Y. M. C. A. has the best 


correspondence school work in the 
world at a less expense than any 
oilier course, "Mr. Tevebaugh de- 
clared, in recalling that the organ- 
ization offered 250 courses, and that 
110,000 attended its night schools 
last year.

The speakeV in referring to the 


Y. M. C. A.'s war service said that 
.$7,000,000 of its fund raised for war 
work, which was lefftwhen the war 
ended, was devoted to scholarships 
for'former soldiers and that 2,500 
of these scholarships, with n value 
of $140,000 went to Indiana men. 


Mr. Tevebaugh also described the 


work among railroad men and of 
the division of the state into dis- 
tricts, with a secretary for many of 
them to keep the work moving. 


Mr. Harrison, the Newcastle sec- 


retary, said-that a large measure of 
the Y. Mi C. A.'s success was due 
to 
, its 
recognition of 
a 
man's 


desire for physical development. He 
also spoke briefly of the work at 
Newcastle.. 


'. R. J. Duke, .who was born in An- 
derson township and later lived in 
Center township, this county, spoke 
for a few minutes regarding his 
work as boys work secretary in 
Indiana and district secretary in 
southeastern Indiana. 


"Our program consists," he as- 


serted, "of 
twenty-five 
trained 


secretaries and 10,000 boys reached 
in a material way, and sixty Hi-Y 
clubs in Indiana with -1,800 mem- 
bers." • 


Mr. Duke said that 38 states had 


been reached by the Y^ M. C. A. or- 
ganization, the motto of which is to 
create and maintain a high stand- 
ard of Christian character. 


The assistant secretary described 


how conditions were lic:n<r bettered 
in high schools where Hi-Y clubs 
had been formed, how the Bible was 
being taught and resulted in a Bible 
sj:udy ^conte^t wjth^^OOO boys en- 
roHco*;i'for'e'ig!it wjjeffip 


.He told of the last .older boys con- 


ference, which 'was- attended by 
2,500 .boys, and of the plan to es- 
tablish a permanent t summsr camp 
near Bedford, to which any city 
may send a group of boys. 


It was .Mr. Duke who suggested 


a community committee, such as is 
planned, to foster the 
movement 


here. By means of this committee, 
he said, "You would' have a pro- 
gram that would go straight to • a 
goal and would nof be a hit and 
miss affair; one that would be a 
spiritual force in the 
community, 


that organizes, a'chicves and wins." 


Ralph Suess of the high school 


spoke for a few minutes on the 
value of a Hi-Y club and urged that 
one be organized in Rushville. point- 
ing to the worth of an organization 
.that 
would promote clean sports, 


clean living and clean speech. 


"We would be nnappreciative if 


we did not express our thanks to 
these men for the program and ban- 
quet," said Hugh Mauzy, who was 
the first Rushville man to speak. He 
endorsed the Y. M. C. A. activities. 


Dr. Frank Green spoke enthusias- 


tically in favor of the organization 
and voiced his approval of a move- 
ment to erect a building. 


Dr. D. D. VanOsdol 
said 
that 


something should be done to take 
care of the boys of the community 
and surround them with better in- 
fluences and sanctioned the Y. M. 
C. A.movement for this reason. He 
urged immediate 'action. 


The Rev. R. W. Sage, pastor of 


the First Baptist church, asserted 
that being 
a 
stranger here, he 


might not understand the conditions 
but that the need of the Y. M. C. A. 
had' been, admitted by speakers, and 
that if it was not met, nothing short 
of cowardice could be the reason. 


Mr. Tevebaugh interrupted to say 


that the Y. M. C. A. state head- 
quarters was at the service of the 
Hushville men in anything they want- 
ed to do, and whenever the time 
came for raising a -building fund, 
the Indiana organization would be 


ready to lend assistance to provide 
building 
plans and a 
sac-retarial 


staff.

severe penalties now covering such 
eases. Whether the "mule" is in the 
driver's head or whether contraband 
liquor is in Ins car—it is going to be 
severely expeusivCj tihe Hoosier Mot- 
orisr points out. "Under the English 
bill, drivers convicted of operating a 
motor vehicle wlien under influence 
of liquor shall be 'punished by a fine 
not exceeding $500 to which shall be 
added (note, the "shall") imprison- 
ment in the county jail or state farm 
for not less than1 ten days or more 
than six months. On a, second or 
subsequent offense the offender would 
be guilty of a felony auJ punished 
by imprisonment 'for not less than 
one year or more than five years. 
Also, it is the duty of the judge to 
see that the secretary of state shall 
revoke the license of such offender 
for a. period of one year. The law 


iinst transporting liquor iii any 


vehicle makes it a felony with pun- 
ishment of from one to two years 
and a fine not exceeding $1,000.''
